“ HEALTH  ACT.” 


Regulations  fou  the  Sanitary  Control  of  Lust- 
HER,  Mining,  anp  other  Camps,  Sawmills, 

AND  OTHER  I.NDU.STRIES. 

1.  Every  emiiloyer  of  labour  for  building,  con- 
structing. canning,  logging,  lumbering,  manufactur- 
ing, mining,  packing,  or  other  industrial  purposes 
shall,  when  about  to  establish  camp,  housing,  or 
shelter  for  employee.s,  forthwith  notify  'the  Provin- 
cial Boai-d  of  Ilealth,  giving  details,  plan,  location, 
and  any  other  such  information  required  by  the 
Provincial  Sanitary  Insiiector  for  proposed  camp. 

2.  The  owner,  manager,  agent,  or  fori'inan  of  any 
lumber,  mining,  or  other  camp,  sawmill,  or  other 
industry  shall,  in^ connection  with  every  such  in- 
dustry or  works,  be  responsible  for  the  execution 
and  enforct'inent  of  any  regulation  herein  con- 
tained or  hereafter  to  be  adopted. 

8.  If  in  the  opinion  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
the  site  of  any  camj)  or  works  is  unhealthy  or  un- 
sanitary, he  may  order  the  removal  of  such  camp  or 
works  to  some  other  site  'to  be  selected  by  him. 

4.  Any  house,  tent,  or  dwelling  occtipied  b.v  the 
employees  engaged  in  any  indu.stry  shall  contain 
sufficient  cubic  feet  of  air-space  for  every  oci-uptint 
thereof  as  may  in  each  instance  be  deemed  necesr 
sary  by  thelSanitary  Inspector,  and  .shall  further  be 
provided  with  efficient  means  of  ventilation.  The 
floor  of  every  dwelling  shall  be  constructed  of 
boards  or  planks,  or  other  material  equally  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  raised  on  supports  at  least  1 foot 
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from  the  grouiul.  and  so  made  that  it  shall  he  tight. 
I'iverv  dwelling,  other  ithan  a temporary  tent,  .shall 
be  lighted  b.v  windows  so  constructed  that  they  can 
be  o])en('d  when  nece.s.sar,v. 

o.  The  method  of  ventilation  of  every  dwelling  in 
which  a stove  or  furnace  is  used  shall  be  such  as 
will  -sati.sfy  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  tempera- 
turi'  of  the  ro(jm  .shall  be  maintained  at  from  (iiJ°  to 
0.")°  Fahr..  and  a shallow  pan  supplied  with  water 
shall  be  kept  on  the  stove  to  supply  air  moisture. 

().  Lavatory  facilities,  under  shelter  and  con- 
V(mi(Mit  for  us('  of  emi)loy('es.  shall  be  i)rovided  for 
every  bunk^house.  Shower-baths,  laundry-tubs, 
drying-racks,  water  supidy.  and  .«tove  to  be  pro- 
vidial  in  a separate  building  conveniently  located 
for  emiiloyees. 

7.  Fvery  camp  or  works  shall  bo  supplied  with  a 
building  or  tent  t)i-oi)erly  constructed  and  set  apai’t 
as  a kitchen,  and  having  a dining-room  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  with  proper  conveniences  for  the 
cleanl'iiess  and  comfort  of  the  employees. 

8.  Proper  receptacles  must  be  kept  on  hand  into 
which  all  refuse,-  whether  liquid  or  solid,  must  be 
placed,  and  such  refuse  must  be  regularly  destroyed 
by  fire  or  removed  tb  a safe  distance  from  any 
building,  and  be  so  deposited  as  not  to  create  a 
nuisance  or  contaminate  the  drinking-water. 

!).  Latrines,  earth,  or  other  closets  must  be 
located,  constructed,  and  maintained  in  a manner 
satisfactory  to  the  said  .Sanitary  Inspector  or 
^ledical  Health  Officer. 

10.  Stables  in  connection  with  any  camp  or 
works  must  be  located  so  as  not  to  contaminate  the 
water  supply,  and  must  be  not  less  than  125  feet 
distant  from  .any  dwelling  or  kitchen.  This  dis- 
tance may  be  increased  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  or  any  Medical  Health  Officer. 

11.  The  water-supply  of  any  camp  or  works  must 
be  uncoutaminated  and  obtained  from  a source 
satisfactory  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  Medic.al 
Health  Officer. 

12.  Separate  bunk  or  bed  must  be  furnished  for 
each  employee.  Double-itier  bunks  will  not  be 
approved,  except  in  special  cases  where  permi-^sion 
has  been  granted  by  the  Provincial  Hoard  of  Health 
or  Sanitai'y  Inspector. 

Iff.  Shon.Id  the  .Sanitary  Inspector  find  that  any 
of  these  regulations  are  not  complied  with,  he  ma.v. 
whfU’c  necessary,  take  steps  to  enforce  them,  and 
the  exi)ens''  of  sui'h  action  shall  be  jiaid  b.v  the 
employer  or  his  agent. 

14.  The  penalties  contaiiK'd  and  provided  in  sec- 
tion 111  of  the  “ Health  sVet  ” shall  apply  to  the 
violations  of  any  of  thesi'  regulations. 

15.  The  Sanitary  Inspector  ma.v,  where  deemed 
necessary,  obtain  the  services  of  any  I’rovincial 
constable  or  constables  to  assist  him  in  the  perform- 
ance of  his  duties  and  ito  aid  in  the  enforcennmt  of 
these  regulations.

“ REVENUE  ACT.” 


PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  section  53  of 
the  “Revenue  Act,”  chapter  202  of  the 
“ Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1911,”  the 
laeutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been  pleased 
to  make  regulations,  as  follow^s : — 

(tt.)  That  the  strictness  of  the  proviso  contained 
in  the  last  two  lines  of  subsection  2 of 
section  20  of  the  “ Motor-vehicle  Act,” 
chapter  02  of  the  “ Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1920,”  be  relaxed  by  limiting  the 
application  of  the  said  proviso  so  that 
its  provisions  shall  apply  only  to  motor- 
vehicles  other  than  motor-cycles : 

(&.)  That  the  strictness  of  the  ijrovisions  of 
section  3 of  the  said  “ Motor-vehicle  Act  ” 
and  of  the  Table  of  Fees  contained  in  the 
Schedule  to  said  Act,  relating  to  the  pay- 
ment of  registration  fee,  be  relaxed  by 
limiting  their  application  so  that  no  regis- 
tration fee  shall  be  payable  under  the  said 
Act  in  respect  of  the  registration  of  any 
motor-vehicle  which  before  the  first  day  of 
July,  1920,  has  been  duly  registered  under 
tlie  “ Motor-traffic  Regulation  Act,”  chapter 
109  of  the  “ Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1911.”

■‘AMUSEMENTS  TAX  ACT.” 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  has  been 
ple.-ised  to  make  regulations  as  follows : — 
Regulations. 

(.Made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
“ .\muspment.s  Tax  .-Vet.”  Chapter  03  of  the 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1917.) 

1 nteryreiation. 

].  In  these  Regulations: — 

“ Act  ” shall  mean  the  “ .-Vmusements  Tax 
.\ct.”  chapter  03  of  the  Statutes  of 
British  Columbia.  1917 : 

“Tax”  and  “taxes”  shall  mean  such  tax  or 
taxes  as  are  imi)osed  by  or  under  section 
3 of  the  .\ct  or  the  Regulations  made 
thereunder. 

The  expressions  defined  in  the  interpretation 
.section  of  the  .\ct  (section  2)  .shall,  when  used  in 
tlu'se  Regulations,  h.ave  the  same  respective  mean- 
ings as  in  the  .\ct. 

1 miisemeni-ta.F  Tickets. 

2.  h’or  the  purpose  of  the  collection  of  the  tax. 
tickets  (whether  th(‘  same  tickets  by  which 
admission  to  a place  of  amusement  is  ordinarily 
obtained,  or  sepai-ate  tickets)  may  be  printed, 
stampt'd.  or  iinpresscal  with  such  words,  charac- 
ter.s.  or  design  by  such  imu-soiis  and  in  such  manner 
as  the  .Minister  may  direct,  and  when  so  printed, 
stamped,  or  impressed  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
iimnseinent-tax  tickets  supplied  by  the  Minister 
pursuant  to  the  Act.  The  Surveyor  of  Taxes  may. 
in  his  discretion,  appoint  any  person  in  charge  of 
a ))lace  of  amusement  as  agent  for  the  purpose  of 
the  distribution  and  sale  of  !iinusement-tax  tickets, 
and  may  from  time  to  time  furnish  to  that  person 


such  tickets  as  he  may  reiiuire,  and  as  security  for 
the  value  of  the  tickets  s-o  furnished  may  require 
a deposit  in  cash  in  such  amount  as  the  Minister 
may  direct. 

Sale  of  Tickets. 

, 3.  Every  owner  of  a place  of  amusement,  on  the 
sale  of  any  admission  ticket  at  such  place  of  amuse- 
ment, shall,  upon  request  of  the  purchaser  at  the 
time  of  such  S'ale,  sell  to  the  purchaser  of  the  ad- 
mission ticket  the  necessary  amusement-tax  ticket 
as  rc^juired  hy  the  Act  and  these  Regulations.  The 
commission  upon  the  sale  of  tickets  allowed  by  the 
Minister  under  section  4 of  the  Act  shall  be  five 
per  centum  of  the  amount  of  tax  thereby  collected. 

Attendance  Records  and  Returns. 

4.  Every  owner  of  a place  of  amusement  shall 
keep  a classified  record  showing  the  attendance  at 
such  place  of  amusement  for  each  day  upon  which 
persons  ai'e  admitted  thereto,  and  sh.all  at  all  reason- 
able times  upon  request  submit  the  record  so  kept 
to  the  inspection  of  the  Surve.vor  of  Taxes  or  any 
person  authorized  by  him  for  that  purpose.  Every 
such  owner  shall,  on  such  day  of  each  week  as  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  may  direct,  make  a return  to 
the  iSurveyor  of  Taxes,  which  return  shall  be  em- 
bodied in  a statutory  declaration  in  the  form  sup- 
plied by  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes,  and  shall  show  the 
total  amount  received  for  the  price  of  admission 
charged  in  respect  of  all  admissions  for  the  peiiod 
covered  by  the  return,  together  with  such  other  facts 
as  are  required  by  the  said  form. 

Admission  of  Officials. 

5.  Every  constable  or  officer  of  the  Provincial 
Police  Force  and  every  municipal  police  officer,  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes,  and  members  of  the  staff  of  his 
office,  "and  every  person  authorized  by  the  Minister, 
may  enter  any  place  of  amusement  to  ascertain  if 
the  provisions  of  the  Act  are  being  complied  with, 
and  any  of  such  persons  are  authorized  to  place  or 
post  anywhere  in  the  entrance  or  lobby  of  any  place 
of  amusement  such  notices  regarding  the  tax  as  the 
Surveyor  of  Taxes  may  deem  proper,  and  such  per- 
sons shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  tax  when  enter- 
ing a place  of  amusement  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said. 

Provisions  in  Case  of  Emergency. 

G.  If.  by  reason  of  accident  or  delay  in  mail  or 
express  delivery  or  otherwise,  amusement-tax  tickets 
are  not  available  for  any  performance,  exhibition, 
or  entertainment,  the  owner  of  the  place  of  amuse- 
ment conoeimed  or  affected  sh.all  collect  the  tax  in 
cash,  and  shall,  not  later  than  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  close  of  such  performance,  exhibition,  or 
entertainment,  remit  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes  the 
amount  .so  collected,  together  with  a statement  in 
the  form  of  a statutory  declaration  showing  the 
total  numlier  of  admission  tickets  of  the  various 
denominations  sold  for  and  collectedi  at  such  per- 
formance. exhihition.  or  entertainment,  and  setting 
forth  in  detail  the  reason  for  not  selling  and  collect- 
ing tax  tickets. 

Travelling  Shoics. 

7.  Every  owner  or  manager  of  any  travelling 
show  shall  furnish  to  the  Surveyor  of  Taxes,  on 
demand,  a detailed  statement  of  the  itinerary  and 
dates  of  the  .shows  thereof  to  be  given  within  the 
I’rovince  of  British  Columbia. 

Penalties. 

S.  In  addition  to  all  other  penalties  made  and 
lu-ovided.  the  Censor  appointed  under  the  “ Moving 
Pictures  .\ct  ” may.  for  any  breach  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  “ Amusements  Tax  Act  ” or  of  these 
Regulations,  cancel  or  suspend  the  licence  of  any 
idace  of  !imuseinent  licensed  under  the  “ Moving 
Pictures  Act  ” in  resiiect  of  which  the  breach 
occurs;  ]irovided  that  the  cancellation  or  suspension 
of  any  licence  by  the  Censor  under  this  regulation 
shall  be  sub.iect  to  an  appeal  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council.
